School Heads Take 
Power From Hartzell

San Rafael Board of Education 
last night took back its p ower over 
nersonnel matters 
which 
it had 
delegated two years ago to a p er­ 
sonnel committee headed by Oliver 
R. Hartzell, sup erintendent. 


In an unp recedented move, the 
board overruled 
Hartzell’s recent 
firing of San 
Rafael elementary 
school teacher, Mrs. Pearl Yeager 
by voting to elect her for the 
. 


The 
p e r s on n el 
committee 
c omp ©« ed of Hartzell, p rincip als 
of San Rafaei schools and other ad­ 
ministrators was 
called “bureau­ 
cratic” by Thomas P. Boyd, chair­ 
man of the board in comments 
p rotesting its handling of the Yea­ 
ger matter and others. 
In the surp rise action, Mrs. Yea­ 
ger’s “test case” which was to all 
intents and p urp oses closed on May 
22, with Hartzell victorious, was re­ 
op ened with her ap p earance at last 
night’s meeting. 
The teacher asked to have her 
status clarified, with ramifications 
of her original order to resign ex­ 
p lained. Stating she had been led 
to resign on a technicality and told 
to ap p ly for a job nex t year, Mrs. 
Yeager asked the board to state her 
exact status. 
Boyd exp lained how a motion to 
overrule Hartzell made by the board 
on May 22 had died because of tie 
vote. 
After some discussion in 
which Boyd 
s t a t e d he hadn’t 
changed his op inions since the last 
meeting in which he p rotested the 
handling of the case, Angelo Tur- 
rini said: 
“Just in case anybody has changed 
his mind since the last meeting I’d 
like to make the motion again for 


election of Mrs. Yeager to a teach­ 
ing p ost in the San Rafael schools 
in the coming year. 
Quickly, Board Member Joe Al­ 
banese seconded Turrini's motion 
thus throwing his weight against 
the Hartzell committee’s p rocesses 
of op eration. Albanese had abstain­ 
ed from voting two weeks ago. 
At this p oint, before the roll was 
called, with 
Hartzell seeing the 
handwriting on the wall and real- 
j^lng the board was determined to 
règsffir at least a certain amount of 
control in p ersonnel matters, the su­ 
p erintendent was granted his re­ 
quest to say a few words. 
He p ointed out that his committee 
was doing its duty to p arents, chil­ 
dren and the board of education in 
maintaining a p olicy of recom­ 
mending to the board only thè best 
teachers p ossible for ap p ointment. 
He added that Mrs. Yeager’s ap p li­ 
cation was on file and would auto­ 
matically be considered for accep t­ 
ance or turn-down as teachers were 
needed. Following Hartzell’s further 
defense of his actions and an at­ 
temp t to justify his actions in the 
Yeager case, the roll was called to 
vote on the motion on the floor. 
Boyd, Turrini, who both voted 
yes at last meeting again cast their 
votes for hiring Mrs. Yeager. John 
McPhail and Mrs. Glenn Ensign 
voted no, thus sup p orting Hartzell. 
Albanese voted yes, thus breaking 
the tie caused at last meeting. 
After the roll call, Boyd stated 
the action was taken because he, for 
one, could not condone the action 
taken in the Yeager case by Hart­ 
zell’s sup erintendent’s council. 
He 
added last night’s move terminated 
the matter. 
Hartzell then addressed himself 
directly to Mrs. Yeager saying: 
“I’m sure we’ll get along alright."

WASHINGTON (ff>) - Secre­ 
tary o f State Acheso n said to ­ 
day Red China was bro ug ht into 
United Natio ns discussio ns last 
summer because it had accused 
the United States o f using arm­ 
ed fo rce to prev ent “ liberatio n” 
of Formosa. 


Acheson was testifying for the 
fifth day at the senate inquiry into 
the dismissal of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Members of the inquiry p anel 
asked Acheson to relate the cir­ 
cumstances under which the Chi­ 
nese Communists were invited last 
summer to take p art in U. N. talks 
regarding the Korean situation. 
At that time, Red China had not 
intervened in the Korean fighting. 
Acheson read into the record a 
telegram which Red China’s foreign 
minister sent last Aug. 24 to Russia’s 
Jacob Malik, who was serving then 
as p resident of the U, N. Security 
Council. 


The telegram, made p ublic at the 
time, accused the United States of 
“a direct armed aggression against 
the territory of China and a total 
violation of the ‘United Nations 
charter.” 


When he finished reading the 
document, Acheson said that in 
substance, the Red Chinese foreign 
minister, Chou En-Lai, had charged 
that “President Truman was p re­ 
venting with armed force the libera­ 
tion of Taiwan (Formosa) by the 
Communist forces.” 


The Communists’ telegram, Ache­ 
son said, was based on a contention 
that “Taiwan (Formosa) is an in­ 
tegral p art of China,” and that this 
country was blocking its^“liberation” 
by the Reds. 


He quoted the telegram as de­ 
nouncing “the decisions of the 
United States government to p re­ 
vent with armefl forces the libera­ 
tion of Taiwan by the Chinese 
Peop le’s Rep ublic (Red) army.”

San Rafael Board of Education 
last night took back its power over

R. Hartzell, superintendent.

school teacher, Mrs. Pearl Yeager 
by voting to elect her for the cq au l^ inf the 
ing year.

of San Rafael schools and other ad­ 
ministrators was 
called “bureau­ 
cratic” by Thomas P. Boyd, chair­ 
man of the board in comments 
protesting its handling of the Yea­ 
ger matter and others. 
In the surprise action, Mrs. Yea­ 
ger’s “test case” which was to all 
intents and purposes closed on May 
22, with Hartzell victorious, was re­ 
opened with her appearance at last 
night’s meeting. 
The teacher asked to have her 
status clarified, with ramifications 
of her original order to resign ex­ 
plained. Stating she had been led 
to resign on a technicality and told 
to apply for a job next year, Mrs. 
Yeager asked the board to state her 
exact status. 
Boyd explained how a motion to 
overrule Hartzell made by the board 
on May 22 had died because of tie 
vote. 
After some discussion in 
which Boyd s t a t e d he hadn’t 
changed his opinions since the last 
meeting to which he protested the 
handling of the case, Angelo Tur- 
rinl said: 
“Just in case anybody has changed 
his mind since the last meeting I’d 
like to make the motion again for 


election of Mrs. Yeager to a teach­ 
ing post in the San Rafael schools 
in the coming year. 
Quickly, Board Member Joe Al- 
banese seconded Turrini’s motion 
thus throwing his weight against 
the Hartzell committee’s processes 
of operation. Albanese had abstain­ 
ed from voting two weeks ago. 
At this point, before the roll was 
called, with 
Hartzell 
seeing the 
handwriting on the wall and real- 
board was determined to 
least a certain amount of 
control to personnel matters, the su­ 
perintendent was granted his re­ 
quest to say a few words. 
He pointed out that his committee 
was doing its duty to parents, chil­ 
dren and the board of education in 
maintaining a policy of recom­ 
mending to the board only the best 
teachers possible for appointment. 
He added that Mrs. Yeager’s appli­ 
cation was on file and would auto­ 
matically be considered for accept­ 
ance or turn-down as teachers were 
needed. Following Hartzell’s further 
defense of his actions and an at­ 
tempt to justify his actions in the 
Yeager case, the roll was called to 
vote on the motion on the floor. 
Boyd, Turrini, who both voted 
yes at last meeting again cast their 
votes for Jiiring Mrs. Yeager. John 
McPhail and Mrs. 
Glenn Ensign 
voted no, thus supporting Hartzell. 
Albanese voted yes, thus breaking 
the tie caused at last meeting. 
After the roll call, Boyd stated 
the action was taken because he, for 
one, could not condone the action 
taken to the Yeager case by Hart- 
zell’s superintendent’s council.

added last night’s move terminated 
the matter.

Acheson Tells Why 
Chinese Communists 
Invited To UN Talk 


BILLE TIM 
WASHINGTON (¿P) — Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson said to­ 
day Gen. Douglas Mar Arthur’s 
headquarters had a report three 
months In 
advance 
that the 
North Korean Reds planned a 
June invasion of South Korea 
but refused to believe it. 


WASHINGTON (/P) — Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson said to 
day Red China was brought into 
United Nations discussions last 
summer because it had accused 
the United States of using arm­ 
ed force to prevent 'liberation 
of Formosa. 


Acheson was testifying for the 
fifth day at the senate inquiry into 
the dismissal of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 


Members of the Inquiry panel 
asked Acheson to relate the cir­ 
cumstances under which the Chi­ 
nese Communists were invited last 
summer to take part to U. N. talks 
regarding the Korean situation. 


At that time, Red China had not 
intervened in the Korean fighting. 


Acheson read into the record a 
telegram which Red China’s foreign 
minister sent last Aug. 24 to Russia’s 
Jacob Malik, who was serving then 
as president of the U, N. Security 
Council. 


The telegram, made public at the 
time, accused the United States of 
“a direct armed aggression against 
the territory of China and a total 
violation of the 'United Nations 
charter.” 


When he finished reading the 
document, Acheson said that in 
substance, the Red Chinese foreign 
minister, Chou En-Lai, had charged 
that “President Truman was pre­ 
venting with armed force the libera­ 
tion of Taiwan (Formosa) by the 
Communist forces.” 


The Communists’ telegram, Ache­ 
son said, was based on a contention 
that “Taiwan (Formosa) is an in­ 
tegral part of China,” and that this 
country was blocking its# "liberation” 
by the Reds. 


He quoted the telegram as de­ 
nouncing “the decisions of 
the 
United States government to pre­ 
vent with armed forces the libera­ 
tion of Taiwan by the Chinese 
People’s Republic (Red) army.”

McCollister said he and Chair­ 
man T. Fred Bagshaw of the Marin 
Board of Supervisors polled 
the 
nine committeemen and found four 
favoring and four 
opposing

bridge measure. Lindsay, the ninth 
member, could not be found to take 
part in the poll.

But, McCollister said, 
Lindsay 
has said he would “go along” with 
the bridge proponents this time. 


Before the first Assembly com­

Lindsay also was reported ^s fav­ 
orable.

One danger spot appeared in the 
campaign favoring the bridge. John

WASHINGTON m — There was 
something new on the recently 
angry beef front today—no beefs 
At least in Washington. 
President Truman, western cattle 
raisers and Price Director Michael 
V. DiSaUe conferred at the White 
House late yesterday for 75 oftnutes. 
Roy Turner, former governor of 
Oklahoma who is spokesman for 
the western cattlemen, set the new 
tone in just five words. He told 
newsmen after the meeting. 
"We are all very happy" 
And he added: 
- "Everyone here will go along 
with the best may to handle the 
problem."

But in Chicago, there were still 
predictions of a meat shortage. 
The American Meat Institute, 
representing most of the packing 
industry, said in a statement last 
night that beef dressing has vir 
tually stopped in mapy plants. 
Packers said they were unable to 
buy feef because of a recent order 
by DiSalle rolling back the price of 
beef on the hoof. 
"If present conditions continue," 
the Meat Institute said, "beef will 
become increasingly scarce in re­ 
tail stores and the scarcity will be 
sharply in evidence next week."

"Kon-Tiki” is the pictorial rec­ 
ord of the most daring sea adven­ 
ture of the past 1,500 years. It is 
the real-life saga of six men who 
sailed a 40-foot balsa raft across 
4300 miles of the Pacific to prove 
a theory, a theory scoffed at by 
the 
scientific 
world. 
The 
film 
opened a limited run at the Vogue 
Theatre on May 16. 


It was the contention of Norweg­ 
ian scientist Thor Heyerdahl that 
the South Sea’s Polynesian Islands 
had been peopled by the ancestors 
of South America’s Inca Indians. 
This theory was in direct contrast 
to that accepted by scientists who 
claimed the islands had been in­ 
habited by natives of Asia. 
Sup­ 
porters of this latter theory claimed 
the Inca’s didn’t have craft which 
could survive such a voyage. 


Undismayed, Heyerdahl gathered 
around him/ four Norwegian and 
one Swedish scientist. 
They jour­ 
neyed to South America where they 
built a 40-foot balsa raft, follow­ 
ing architectural plans taken from 


an ancient Inca tomb. Against the 
advice of authorities, who warned 
of, and predicted disaster for the 
expedition, they set forth from Cal­ 
lao, 
Peru. 
One-hundred-and-one 
days later, after one of the most 
perilous adventures in history, they 
reached the Tuamotu Islands. 
As Heyerdahl points out, the suc­ 
cess of the voyage does not prove 
that the Polynesian Islands were 
settled by South Americans but it 
does prove that such was possible. 
The film record gives visual proof 
of the incredible Odessey, .It Is 
narrated by Heyerdahl who is seen 
in the film along with Norwegians 
Herman Watzinger,

Hessel- 
berg, Knut Haugland and Torstein 
Raaby and Swede Bengt Danniels- 
son, the men who made the trip.

Film Is Now Showing

“Kon-Tiki” is the pictorial rec­ 
ord of the most daring sea adven­ 
ture of the past 1,500 years. It is 
the real-life saga of six men who 
sailed a 40-foot balsa raft across 
4,300 miles of the Pacific to prove 
a theory, a theory scoffed at by 
the scientific world. The film 
opened a limited run at the Vogue 
Theatre on May 16. 
It was the contention of Norweg­ 
ian scientist Thor Heyerdahl that 
the South Sea’s Polynesian Islands 
had been peopled by the ancestors 
of South America’s Inca Indians. 
This theory was in direct contrast 
to that accepted by scientists who 
claimed the islands had been in­ 
habited by natives of Asia. Sup­ 
porters of this latter theory claimed 
the Inca’s didn’t have craft which 
could survive such a voyage. 
Undismayed, Heyerdahl gathered 
around him/ four Norwegian and 
one Swedish scientist. They jour­ 
neyed to South America where they 
built a 40-foot balsa raft, follow- 
Í ing architectural plans taken from 


an ancient Inca tomb. Against the 
advice of authorities, who warned 
of, and predicted, disaster for the 
expedition, they set forth from Cal­ 
lao, Peru. 
One-hundred-and-one 
days later, after one of the most 
perilous adventures in history, they 
reached the Tuamotu Islands. 
As Heyerdahl points out, the sue- 
1 cess of the voyage does not prove 
that the Polynesian Islands were 
settled by South Americans but It 
does prove that such was possible. 
The film record gives visual proof 
of the incredible Odessey. .It Is 
narrated by Heyerdahl who is seen 
in the film along with Norwegians 
Herman Watzinger, Eric Hessel- 
berg, Knut Haugland and Torsteln 
Raaby and Swede Bengt Dannlelx- 
son, the men who made the 
Heyerdahl also authored the book 
“Kon-Tiki” which is at present on 
the be^t-seller lists of 24 different 
countries.

The folder points out that the 12-county

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson cannot con­ 
ceiv ably remain in office for v ery 
much longer. This is worth bear­ 
ing in mind, as Acheson mov es 
front and center in the drama on 
Capitol Hill. 
As Acheson must be entirely 
aware, whole platoons of Demo­ 
cratic leaders hav e been decend- 
ing on Blair House to implore 
President Truman to dismiss his 
Secretary of State. A partial list 
includes Senate Majority Leader 
Ernest McFarland, Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee Chairman Tom 
Connally , Democratic Whip Ly n­ 
don J ohnson, Senatorial campaign 
Committee Chairman Clinton An­ 
derson, House Speaker Sam Ray ­ 
burn, and House Majority Leader 
J ohn M&cCormack. 
National Committee Chairman 
William Boy le, speaking for the 
Committee 
and for influential 
Democratic contributors, has added 
hia v oice to the powerful Con­ 
gressional 
v oices 
listed 
abov e. 
President Truman has responded 
to all these demands and en­ 
treaties by repeating angrily that 
“ Dean Acheson is doing a fine 
job’' and say ing flatly that he 
has no Intention of firing him. 
Acheson 
himself 
maintains 
in 
priv ate as in public that he has 
“ enlisted for the duration” and 
that he will stay on at the Presi­ 
dent’s pleasure. 


IT IS POSSIBLE to sy mpathize 
with the President, who has 
a 
v ery real personal attachment to 
Acheson, and who has come to 
rely heav ily on him. 
It is pos­ 
sible to sy mpathize also with 
Achéson, who has indeed in many 
way s “ done a fine job” , and who 
has been subjected to a v icious 
campaign of lies and distortion. 
Yet it Is downright silly to im­ 
agine that a man can continue 
to function at all in high office 
when the leaders of his own party 
are unanimously conv inced that 
he Is political poison, and are de­ 
manding his head on a platter. 
As 1952 approaches, internal po­ 
litical pressure alone will force 
Acheson out. Yet the break must 
come also for another, less squalid 
reason. 
Neither Truman nor Acheson, 
both of whom hav e made impor­ 
tant contributions to that policy , 
can welcome the prospect of seeing 
the whole painfully built structure 
of American foreign policy under­ 
mined. 
This danger, forecast in 
this space immediately after the 
autumn elections, is now entirely 
real. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME since 
the war, the fo reign policy posi­ 
tion sy mbolized by Sen. Robert A. 
Taft has co mman ded a flat ma­ 
jority in the Senate on impor- 


tanfc issues. This has been true, 
for ex ample, of the troops for 
Europe v ote and also of the idi­ 
otic Kem amendment 
w h i c h 
threatens to wreck the foreign 
aid program by subjecting all our 
allies to a sort of loy alty test. 
And as long as Acheson remains 
in office, the danger will grow, 
simply because the politicians are 
conv inced that it is smart to be 
against any thing Acheson is for. 
The price of Acheson’s remaining 
Indefinitely in office will be the 
gutting of v ital legislation, like 
the $8 .5 billion foreign aid bill. 
This is obv iously too high a price 
for Truman, Acheson, or the coun­ 
try to pay . The question of timing 
remains. * An 
opportunity 
for 
Acheson to retire with colors fly ing 
may come after he has completed 
his testimony on Capitol Hill. The 
Republican National Committee 
had had two specialists working 
full time on a list of the most 
damaging questions to hu rl at 
Acheson. Yet Acheson is also not 
without resources, and he is at 
his best in the quick giv e and take 
of spontaneous debate. 
He intends, moreov er, to be po­ 
litely tough, nev er apologetic. In 
such a mood he is likely to be at 
least a match for such adv ersaries 
as the bumbling Wiley or the inept 
Cain. Thus Acheson will hav e his 
day in court, and hav ing had it, 
he can then mov e out. Or he could 
mov e out on a note of triumph af­ 
ter a Korean truce, which now 
seems possible.

He is sending them to 
the worker’s home, because he 
knows the worker’s wife will read 
them. And the boss has learned a 
healthy respect for her influence 
in labor relations. 
Back of the letters is the need 
to ex plain the firm’s problems so 
that the employ e can understand 
them and feel himself a part in 
solv ing them. 
Many bosses think that letters- 
help employ e relations, although if

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the letter Isn’t written right it can 
backfire badly . 


BUT WHILE LETTER-WRIT­ 
ING is on the increase, many ex ­ 
ecutiv es still hold that ft is only 
second best in employ e relation— 
the ideal thing is face-to-face dis­ 
cussions with groups of employ es. 
“ Letters should not be relied 
upon to do the job alone,” one 
company head tells the National 
Industrial Conference Board. The 
non-profit economic research or­ 
ganization has polled 145 leading 
companies who use the letter-writ­ 
ing technique in whole or part. 
Some ex ecutiv es hav e the knack 
of making the letter sound as if it 
were written ex clusiv ely for the 
indiv idual reader, the board finds, 
ev en if the indiv idual must be well 
aware that the letter he gets is 
the same that ev ery other employ e 
is getting. 


ANOTHER SUCCESS hint is to 
get the letter* to the folks at home. 
“ We know that many of the 
wiv es of our workers are reading 
the letters ev en if their husbands 
are not,” one company say s. 
“ We hav e a high regard for the 
good influence which employ ees* 
wiv es hav e on matters we write 
about,” another reports. 
Sev eral companies believ e that 
in time of labor disturbances se­ 
rious trouble was av erted by the 
home influence on the workers. 
Letters help, many believ e, be­ 
cause they emphasize the import­ 
ance of the information. They say 
that ev en the mildest reaction is: 
“ Here is a letter from the boss. It 
just might be important.” And the 
letter is read. 


SPEED IS A GREAT ASSET. 
Sev eral companies wrote their em­ 
ploy es as soon as the gov ernment 
froze wages, to ex plain how it 
would affect them, at the monient 
and in the future. 
Another v irtue claimed for the 
letters: They giv e the official v er­

roads of the World” folder, proves the im­ 
portance of the San Francisco bay area in the 
economy of the West áhd the world. It then 
shows San Francisco as the “focal point and 
Metropolis of this mighty region” which acts 
as a “giant funnel” for the area’s economy. 
The folder points put that the 12-county 
bay region is first in waterborne commerce— 
with 38 million tons of cargo passing through 
its ports last year; first as a financial center, 
and first in marketing and distribution—with 
6,000 bay area firms doing an annual whole* 
sale business of from five to six billion dollars. 
It cites the region as being “vital” in industrial 
output-with 5,424 manufacturers employihg 
ar quarter-million persons and with a three- 
quarter billion dollar annual payroll. The 
bay region, according to the promotional piece, 
is “strategic” In communications and transpor­ 
tation and “booming” in population — with 
oyer three million people, more than one mil­ 


lion of whom came to the region in the®'last 
ten years. 
“San Francisco and the 12-county bay region 
are like the hub and the wheel,” the folder 
says, “Each an integral part of the other and 
together rapidly advancing to greater world 
importance.

“The San Francisco bay area is an economic 
entity of balanced development. It has the 
advantage of diversification through industry, 
commerce, agriculture, and all of the other 
elements that go to make up the American 
economy. 
“Strategically centered on the Pacific coast, 
the bay region is the hub of the great produc­ 
tive central regions of California—the richest, 
most diversified and fastest growing market in 
the West and one of the foremost in the 
nation.” 
The folder goes on to describe San Fran­ 
cisco’s commercial and port facilities. 
General Robert H. Wylie, San Francisco 
port manager, of San Rafael, with the Board 
of State Harbor Commissioners, said today: 
“The promotional campaign spearheaded 
by the San Francisco chamber and the new 
“Crossroads” folder, is a San Francisco project 
and therefore carrifcs this city’s name as the 
key. We look on it, however, as a boost for 
the entire 12-county bay area not only because 
of its specific treatment of the bay area as a 
powerful world facility, but because even 
where we emphasize San Francisco as a single 
city in the area, we are promoting the area as 
a whole.

Do You Want To Be A June Bride 
Now And Forever? Here's How 


By STEWART ALSOP 
WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson cannot con­ 
ceivably remain in office for very 
much longer. This is Worth bear­ 
ing in mind, as Acheson moves 
front and center in the drama on 
Capitol Hill. 
As Acheson must be entirely 
aware, whole platoons of Demo­ 
cratic leaders have been decend- 
ing on Blair House to implore 
President Truman to dismiss his 
Secretary of State. A partial list 
includes Senate Majority Leader 
Ernest McFarland, Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee Chairman Tom 
Connally, Democratic Whip Lyn­ 
don Johnson, Senatorial campaign 
Committee Chairman Clinton An­ 
derson, House Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, and House Majority Leader 
John MacCormack. 
National Committee Chairman 
William Boyle, speaking for the 
Committee and for influential 
Democratic contributors, has added 
his voice to the powerful Con­ 
gressional voices listed above. 
President Truman has responded 
to all these demands and en­ 
treaties by repeating angrily that 
“Dean Acheson is doing a fine 
job” and saying flatly that he 
has no Intention of firing him. 
Acheson himself maintains in 
private as in public that he has 
“enlisted for the duration” and 
that he will stay on at the Presi­ 
dent’s pleasure. 
IT IS POSSIBLE to sympathise 
with the President, who has a 
very real personal attachment to 
Acheson, and who has come to 
rely heavily on him. It is pos­ 
sible to sympathize also w ith 
Acheson, who has indeed in many 
ways “done a fine job”, and who 
has been subjected to a vicious 
campaign of lies and distortion. 
Yet it is downright silly to im­ 
agine that a man can continue 
to function at all in high office 
when the leaders of his own party 
are unanimously convinced that 
he Is political poison, and are de­ 
manding his head on a platter. 
As 1952 approaches, internal po­ 
litical pressure alone will force 
Acheson out. Yet the break must 
come also lor another, less squalid 
reason. 
Neither Truman nor Acheson, 
both of whom have made impor­ 
tant contributions to that policy, 
can welcome the prospect of seeing 
the whole painfully built structure 
of American foreign policy under­ 
mined. This danger, forecast in 
this space immediately after the 
autumn elections, is now entirely 
real. 
FOR THE FIRST TIME since 
the war, the foreign policy posi­ 
tion symbolized by Sen. Robert A. 
Taft has commanded a flat ma­ 
jority in the Senate on impor­ 


tant issues. This has been true, 
for example, of the troops for 
Europe vote and also of the idi­ 
otic Kem amendment which 
threatens to wreck the foreign 
aid program by subjecting all our 
allies to a sort of loyalty test. 
And as long as Acheson remains 
in office, the danger will grow, 
simply because the politicians are 
convinced that it Is smart to be 
against anything Acheson is for. 
The price of Acheson’sr remaining 
indefinitely in office will be the 
gutting of vital legislation, like 
the $8.5 billion foreign aid bill. 
This is obviously too high a price 
for Truman, Acheson, or the coun­ 
try to pay. The question of timing 
remains. * An opportunity for 
Acheson to retire with colors flying 
may come after he has completed 
his testimony on Capitol Hill. The 
Republican National Committee 
had had two specialists working 
full time on a list of the most 
damaging questions to h u r l at 
Acheson. Yet Acheson is also not 
without resources, and he is at 
his best in the quick give and take 
of spontaneous debate. 
He Intends, moreover, to be po­ 
litely tough, never apologetic. In 
such a mood he Is likely to be at 
least a match for such adversaries 
as the bumbling Wiley or the inept 
Cain. Thus Acheson will have his 
day in court, and having had it, 
he can then move out. Or he could 
move out on a note of triumph af­ 
ter a Korean truce, which now 
seems possible. 
AS FOR HIS SUCCESSOR, in 
other times such able men as 
Presidential Advisor Averell H&r- 
riman, Chief Justice Fred Vin­ 
son, or Air Force Secretary 
Thomas Finietter would be logical 
choices. But it is now absolutely 
esential that the Republican 
middle-of-the-roaders, m en like 
Sen. Eugene Millkan and Sen. 
Bourke Hickenlooper, who former­ 
ly generally followed the late 
Arthur Vandenberg, should again 
make their peace with the Ad­ 
ministration on foreign policy. 
This clearly demands a sort of 
temporary coalition government, 
which in turn suggests that a Re­ 
publican like Paul Hoffman or 
J o h n Foster Dulles should be 
chosen for the State Department 
post. 
Whoever is to succeed him, it 
is obvious on the face of it that 
Acheson simply cannot stay on 
much longer. And it also seems 
obvious, if only because he is an 
intelligent m an and a patriot, 
that Acheson must know this. The 
question, therefore, is no longer 
“whether?” but “when”. And how­ 
ever unfair it may seem to a man 
who has tried honestly to serve 
his country, the only possible an­ 
swer is “the sooner the better.”

Boss Finds His Letters 
To Employees Important 
By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK 
The boss is 
writing letters these days to his 
employes. He is sending them to 
the worker’s home, because he 
knows the worker’s wife will read 
them. And the boss has learned a 
healthy respect for her influence 
in labor relations. 
Back of the letters is the need 
to explain the firm’s problems so 
that the employe can understand 
them and feel himself a part in 
solving them. 
Many bosses think that letters 
help employe relations, although if

the letter isn’t written right it can 
backfire 
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BUT WHILE LETTER-WRIT­ 
ING Ik on the increase, many ex­ 
ecutives still hold that it Is only 
second best in employe relation— 
the ideal thing is face-to-face dis­ 
cussions with groups of employes. 
“Letters should not be relied 
upon to do the job alone,” one 
company head tells the National 
Industrial Conference Board. The 
non-profit economic research or­ 
ganization has polled 145 leading 
companies who use the letter-writ­ 
ing technique in whole or part. 
Some executives have the knack 
of making the letter sound as if it 
were written exclusively for the 
IndivÉual reader, the board finds, 
even if the Individual must be well 
aware that the letter he gets is 
the same that every other employe 
is getting. 
ANOTHER SUCCESS hint is to 
get the letter'to the folks at home. 
“We know that many of the 
wives of our workers are reading 
the letters even if their husbands 
are not,” one company says. 
“We have a high regard for the 
good influence which employees’ 
wives have on matters we write 
about,” another reports. 
Several companies believe that 
in time of labor disturbances se­ 
rious trouble was averted by the 
home influence on the workers. 
Letters help, many believe, be­ 
cause they emphasize the import­ 
ance of the information. They say 
that even the mildest reaction is: 
“Here is a letter from the boss. It 
just might be important.” And the 
letter is read. 
SPEED IS A GREAT ASSET. 
Several companies wrote their em­ 
ployes as soon as the government 
froze wages, to explain how it 
would affect them, at the monient 
and in the future. 
Another virtue claimed for the 
letters: They give the official ver­ 
sion, and not some garbled report

Why is it

This keeps happening to me, 
anyway. The little girl, who lives 
in the apartment upstairs, name of 
Kerry, wanted to know: “Why do 
soldiers wear uniforms?”

A few units managed “uniforms” 
of a sort—such as leather helmetz 
with a horsehair crest—but most 
went ragged, and other barefoot, 
until the war ended. 
Armed with this wealth or in­ 
formation, I beckoned young Kerry 
over and said, “Now, the reason 
soldiers wear uniforms is—” 
“Oh, silly,” she said, “that’s just 
a riddle. Don’t you know the an­ 
swer? Soldiers wear uniforms be­ 
cause they'd look silly in their 
underwear. Ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-ha-”

It was like this: 
First you need a flat top stove, 
made of sheet iron, about 18 inches 
high.

Cover the whole business with can­ 
vas to keep the steam in. 
Let them steam for about 20 min­ 
utes. Take ’em out and serve with 
piping hot ear com and weinies. 
IN YOUR OWN HOME 
In your own home or apartment 
you can get the same effect, said 
Larrabee, if you do it this way. 
Boil a pan of water, put in the 
clams or lobsters but be sure that 
the water does not completely cover 
them. Serve the same way and ex­ 
plain to the guests that the finished 
product will not be as good as that 
prepared out on the beach. 
Eating clams is easy; all you have 
to do is pry open their shells. But 
.very few people know how to eat a 
lobster without either losing all of 
the good parts account of ignorance, 
or making a mess of themselves and 
the table cloth. 
Sen. Owen Brewster of Maine 
gave me a little leaflet on: 1) how 
to catch a lobster and 2) how to 
eat one after it has been snared and 
cooked. 
* 
RUN DOWN TO STORE 
The catching part can be passed 
over by us landlubbers. The smart 
thing to do is to run down to the 
fish market and buy a live one and 
take it home and follow the in­ 
structions mentioned way up there 
above. 
Now the eating part. 
1—Twist off the claws with your 
hot little hands. 
2—Take a nutcracker and crack 
each claw. You also can use a pair 
of pliers, a hammer, or a rock if 
nothing else is handy. Crack the 
claw—that’s the main thing—so you 
get out the tender meat that’s 
inside. 
3—Separate the tail piece from 
the body by arching the back until 
it cracks. 
4—Bend back and break back the 
flippers off the tailpiece. 
FORK IS USEFUL 
5—Insert a fork where the flip­ 
pers broke off and push. 
6—Unhinge the back from the 
body. Don’t forget that this contains 
the “ Tom Alley,” or liver of the 
lobster which turns green when it 
boils, and which tastes better than 
it looks and which a lot of import­ 
ant people think is the best part 
of all. 
7—Open the rest of the body by 
cracking apart sideways. There is 
some tasty stuff in there, too. 
8—The small parts are good eat­ 
ing and may be sucked out “ like 
sipping cider from a straw.” 
And yours truly for good eating.

It will include 14 
Sunday scho o l classro o ms, fo ur as­ 
sembly ro o ms, a church kitchen, a 
wo man’s bo ard meeting ro o m and a 
cho ir ro bing ro o m and music library . 
Rev . Jo hn Jefferso n Cañó les, pas­ 
to r. ex plained the building will pro ­ 
v ide ample space fo r the 300 y o ung 
peo ple reg istered in the Sunday 
scho o l and the hundreds o thers tak­ 
ing part in Bible classes and church 
o rg anizatio ns. 
“ Up until no w we’v e been pushing 
the children in o ne do o r and o ut 
ano ther,” he added. 
Besides the reg ular classes o n 
Sunday , the building will be used in 
the ev ening fo r meeting s by the fo ur 
fello wship g ro ups, by the bo y sco ut 
and cub sco ut tro o ps spo nso red by 
the church and the adult bible 
g ro up. 
The desire fo r an enlarg ed activ i­ 
ties building has been with Rev . 
Cañó les fo r many y ears. It became 
a necessity when the war ended and 
the church membership climbed to 
mo re than 7 00 and the primary 
scho o l classes g rew pro po rtio nately . 
At that time William P. Murray , 
president o f the First Natio nal Bank 
o f San Rafael, was asked to head a 
co mmittee so liciting subscriptio ns 
fro m parishio ners to pay co nstruc­ 
tio n co sts. 
With the plan taking shape, arch­ 
itects James Mitchell and Ho ward 
Hawes were called to make sketches 
and to wo rk with a building co m­ 
mittee headed by Frank Bo ileau. 
When a plan was decided upo n 
Ralph Larsen and So n, g eneral co n­ 
tracto rs fro m San Francisco , were 
awarded the co nstructio n co ntract 
and the g ro und was bro ken in Sep­ 
tember, 1950. 
The ex terio r o f the mo dern struc­ 
ture is g ray stucco desig ned to 
blend in with the v ine co v ered g ray 
sto ne church. The two sto ry main 
entrance o f the building , o n Fifth 
street, is made o f larg e g lass win­ 
do ws bro ken o nly by a wide o ak 
do o r. 
Inside a po lished o ak stairway 
curv es do wn to the g ro und flo o r and 
up to the seco nd and third flo o rs. 
Th« wide halls are well lig hted by 
recessed lig hts in the acustical 


plaster and the sunlig ht co ming 
thro ug h the classro o m windo ws. A 
drinking fo untain has been placed 
in the hall inside the main entrance 
and rest ro o ms are at either end 
o f the first flo o r. 
Aco ustical plaster has been used 
o n the ceiling s thro ug ho ut the 
building ex cept in the kitchen where 
aco ustical tile was placed. Asphalt 
tile co v ers all flo o rs. 
Larg est classro o m in the structure 
has been desig ned especially fo r the 
nursery g ro up and co ntains an in­ 
div idual g ro und flo o r entrance so 
the y o ung sters wo n’t hav e to climb 
steps. Ano ther interesting feature is 
a special rest ro o m with miniature 
sized fix tures fo r the children. The 
ro o m measures abo ut 25 feet square 
and has been painted a brig ht and 
cheerful y ello w co lo r. 
Bo o kcases, blackbo ards, tack- 
bo ards, chairs and tables will add to 
the Interest o f the beg inners. 
Other ro o ms v ary in size and dec­ 
o ratio ns. They ’re painted so ft g reens 
and g ray s and brig ht reds and blues. 
All the ro o ms are ex ceptio nally 
brig ht due to the larg e windo ws 
alo ng the o utside wall and the 
lig hting sy stem.

A new three story building, added 
to the First Presbyterian church of 
Ban Rafael is scheduled to be dedi­ 
cated at a special ceremony on June 
17, completing the first phase of a 
long range plan of remodeling and 
expansion. 
The new structure, built at the 
west end of the church on Fifth 
atreet, will house the educational 
and social units. It will include 14 
Sunday school classrooms, four as­ 
sembly rooms, a church kitchen, a 
woman's board meeting room and a 
choir robing room and music library. 
Rev. John Jefferson Cañóles, pas­ 
tor, explained the building will pro­ 
vide amj?le space for the 300 young 
people registered in the Sunday 
school and the hundreds others tak­ 
ing part in Bible classes and church 
organizations. 
"Up until now we’ve been pushing 
the children in one door and out 
another,*’ he added. 
Besides the regular classes on 
Sunday, the building will be used in 
the evening for meetings by the four 
fellowship groups, by the boy scout 
end cub scout troops sponsored by 
the church and the adult bible 
group. 
The desire for an enlarged activi­ 
ties building has been with Rev. 
Cañóles for many years. It became 
a necessity when the war ended and 
the church membership climbed to 
more than 700 and the primary 
school classes grew proportionately. 
At that time William P. Murray, 
president of the First National Bank 
of San Rafael, was asked to head a 
committee soliciting subscriptions 
from parishioners to pay construc­ 
tion costs. 
With the plan taking shape, arch­ 
itects James Mitchell and Howard 
Hawes were called to make sketches 
and. to work with a building 'com­ 
mittee headed by Frank Boileau. 
When a plan was decided upon 
Ralph Larsen and Son, general con­ 
tractors from San Francisco, were 
awarded the construction contract 
and the ground was broken in Sep­ 
tember, 1950. 
The exterior of the modern struc­ 
ture is gray stucco designed to 
blend in with the vine covered 'gray 
stone church. The two story mato 
entrance of the building, on Fifth 
street, is made of large glass win­ 
dows broken only by a wide oak 
door. 
Inside a polished oak stairway 
curves down to the ground floor and 
up to the second and third floors. 
The wide halls are well lighted by 
recessed lights in the acustical 


plaster and the sunlight coming 
through the classroom windows. A 
drinking fountain has been placed 
to the hall inside the main entrance 
and rest rooms are at either end 
of the first floor. 
Acoustical plaster has been used 
on the ceilings throughout the 
building except In the kitchen where 
acoustical tile was placed. Asphalt 
tile covers all floors. 
Largest classroom to the structure 
has been designed especially for the 
nursery group and contains an in­ 
dividual ground (loor entrance so 
the youngsters won’t have to climb 
steps. Another interesting feature is 
a special rest room with miniature 
sized fixtures for the children. The 
room measures about 25 feet square 
and has been painted a bright and 
cheerful yellow color.

Noted Writer Finds 
Time To Be Mother

WASHINOTON—Adrienne Koch, 
noted writer, hopes her infant twins 
w ill not object if she returns to her 
job as associate professor of philo­ 
sophy at New York University next 
FaU. 


“I ’ve been a professional woman 
all my life and I have an invest­ 
ment in a career,” she told me. “IT 
be better able to appreciate them, 
and they me, if I ’m not just hover­ 
ing about, grousing at them all the 
time.” 


Miss Koch, in private life, Mrs. 
Lawrence Kegan, wife of a Na­ 
tional Production Authority econo­ 
mist, had the twins last October, a 
month after she won a FuUbright 
Fellowship to study in England and 
Scotland. She didn’t mind having to 
turn this down, as she has been able 
to pursue a vast portion of her 
studies in philosophy- through pre­ 
vious grants wnd fellowships—two 
Guggenheim fellowships, one spent 
at the Institute for Advanced Study 
at Princeton; Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion and Carnegie Research grants. 


“I ’m just a foundation fatling," 
she says. The foundations have had 
fu ll return however, since today 
Miss Koch is recognized as one of 
the country’s outstanding philoso­ 
phers and her literary contributions 
in that field arc impressive. 


Author of “Jefferson and Madi­ 
son; The Great Collaboration,” she 
is now—in spite of the advent of the 
twins, which, believe me, get a 
proper share of attention and ador­ 
ation-com pleting another work; 
“American Philosophers.” 


“It is short. I pick out figures who 
have been important in shaping 
American thought, devoting a chap­ 
ter to each,” she said. The book be­ 
gins with Jonathan Edwards’ Puri­ 
tanism; discusses Jefferson’s politi­ 
cal philosophy and Emerson’s sens­ 
ing of America’s coming of agt as 
a cultural nation. It deals as well 
with Charles Saunders Pierce. W il­ 
liam James and John Dewey whom 
Miss Koch believes made the great­ 
est contribution to Am ulcan philo­ 
sophical thought 


Miss Koch says she spends several 
days researching at the Library of 
Congress, often does her writing be­ 
tween 3 and 5 a.m. When she re­ 
turns to New Yorit University she 
w ill resume her previous custom of 
spending two days there and five 
days in Washington. 
The Kegans live in a large, old 
fashioned apartment for which they 
made most of their own furnishings. 
Mr. Kegan is also working on a 
book, “Human Ends and Economic 
Means.”

YOUR HEALTH 
Prompt Surgery A Must 
In Treatment Of Cancer 


EXCURSION

Cancer anywhere in the body is 
to be feared if diagnosis and treat­ 
ment is delayed, but nowhere is It 
more dangerous than when it at­ 
tacks the pancreas. *rhere are two 
reasons for this. First, cancer In 
this location, deep within the body, 
is difficult to detect early. Second, 
once cancer strikes Its roots here, 
it seems tb spread to other parts of 
the body with even more than its 
usual rapidity. 
» 


The pancreas is a gland found in 
the abdominal cavity. Its chief fimc- 
tion is the formation of insulin, the 
substance which is so important to 
the body’s use of sugar, but it also 
makes certain digestive juices as 
well. 
The m ajority of cancers of the 
pancreas occur in the head of this 
organ. Men are affected twice as 
often as women, ordinarily after 
the age of 40. ' 
CONSTANT SYMPTOMS 
The most constant symptom is 
pain localized under the right lower 
rib margin. However, occasionally It 
occurs underneath the left rib mar­ 
gin. Usually, a rapid loss of weight, 
weakness, and loss of appetite mark 
this condition. Jaundice, a yellow 
coloring of the skin, then develops. 
However, in some instances it ap­ 
pears only as a very late symptom. 
There may also be excessive belch­ 
ing and a lowered blood count. 
Sometimes, X-rays of the stomach 
and duodenum show early cases of 
this cancer. Oftentimes, however, 
these cases are not diagnosed im til 
the abdomen is opened surgically. 
The affected person may notice 
some bleeding in the bowel move- 
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ments, or the bleeding may be so 
minute that It is only detected by 
laboratory examination. This may 
be one of the early signs of the 
disease. 
LO SS OF W EIG H T 
Cancer of the pancreas should be 
suspected in any patient over the 
age of 40 who develops jaundice, 
rapid loss of weight, bleeding from 
the intestinal tract of unknown 
cause, and who is in poor general 
condition with moderate anemia. 
The diagnosis can be confirmed by 
blood studies to 
determine 
the 
cause of the jaundice, the exami­ 
nation of the pancreatic enz3mics in 
the blood, and by X-ray. 


It Is very Important for the pa­ 
tient to see the doctor the minute 
he develops any of the above 
s3unptoms, since, in these’cases, if 
prompt and early siugery is not 
done, the m ortality is extremely 
high. In the last few years,-several 
operations have been devised for 
this condition. However, they entail 
a great deal of skill. Therefore, it is 
important for the patient to see his 
doctor early so that every means of 
saving his life can be utilized.

Cancer anywhere in the body is 
to be feared if diagnosis and treat­ 
ment is delayed, but nowhere is it 
more dangerous than when it at­ 
tacks the pancreas. There are two 
reasons for this. First, cancer in 
this location, deep within the body, 
is difficult to detect early. Sec ond, 
once cancer strikes its roots here, 
it seems to spread to other parts of 
the body with even more than its 
usual rapidity. 
* 
The pancreas Is a gland found in 
the abdominal cavity. Its chief func­ 
tion is the formation of insulin, the 
substance which is so important to 
the body’s use of sugar, but it also 
makes certain digestive Juices as 
well. 
The majority of cancers of the 
pancreas occur in the head of this 
organ. Men are affected twice as 
often as women, ordinarily after 
the age of 40. 
CONSTANT SYMPTOMS 
The most constant symptom Is 
pain localized under the right lower 
rib margin. However, occasionally It 
occurs underneath the left rib mar­ 
gin. Usually, a rapid loss of weight, 
weakness, and loss of appetite mark 
this condition. Jaundice, a yellow 
coloring of the skin, then develops. 
However, in some instances it ap­ 
pears only as a very late symptom. 
There may also be excessive belch­ 
ing and a lowered blood count. 
Sometimes, X-rays of the stomach 
and duodenum show early cases of 
this cancer. Oftentimes, however, 
these cases are not diagnosed until 
the abdomen is opened surgically. 
The affected person may notice 
some bleeding in the bowel move­ 


ments, or the bleeding may be so 
minute that it Is only detected by 
laboratory examination. This may 
be one of the early signs of the 
disease. 
LOSS OF WEIGHT 
Cancer of the pancreas should be 
suspected in any patient over the 
age of 40 who develops jaundice, 
rapid loss of weight, bleeding from 
the Intestinal tract of unknown 
cause, and who is in poor general 
condition with moderate anemia. 
The diagnosis can be confirmed by 
blood studies to determine the 
cause of the Jaundice, the exami­ 
nation of the pancreatic enzymes in 
the blood, and by X-ray. 
It is very important for the pa­ 
tient to see the doctor the minute 
he develops any of the above 
symptoms, since, in these cases, if 
prompt and early surgery is not 
done, the mortality is extremely 
high. In the last few years, several 
operations have been devised for 
this condition. However, they entail 
a great deal of skill. Therefore, It is 
important for the patient to see his 
doctor early so that every means of 
saving his life can be utilized.

School Sex Education Not Up To Par 
To Instruction Given By Parents 


We’re winding up another y ear of 
ex perimenting g ing erly with school 
sex education. 
One thing we've 
learned is th a t the wrong k ind of 
sex education is worse than no sex 
education. If y our school can’t do 
the rig ht sort of a Job it had bet­ 
ter shun the subject. 


One common mistak e is to employ 
poor teachers. 
Some schools turn 
the delicate subject of sex over to 
the first teacher who volunteers to 
teach. Sometimes the teacher who 
wants to teach sex is the last one 
who should be trusted with the Job. 
Have y ou noticed that? 


Second mistak e is to treat sex 
education as merely a m atter of 
teaching facts. This “objective” or 
“scientific” factual approach is not 
g ood for a subject as full of emotion 
as sex . I t may merely sug g est in­ 
teresting possibilities to k ids who 
otherwise wouldn’t g et around to it. 
T h at happened this y ear in one city . 


The schools in that city are to 
blame for what followed. 
Unless sex education is chiefly a 
m atter of 
im parting 
hig h moral 
standards, it is dy namite. Inform a­ 
tion is secondary , attitudes are pri­ 
mary . And I can say 'na t ag ain. 
Which drives me back to the con­ 
clusion th a t the best place for most 
k ids to learn about sex is at home. 
The best teachers for most of them 
are their mothers and fathers. The 
best time is while the k ids are still 
quite y oung . And the best method, 
probably , is to start by having fe­ 
male pets in the home and letting 
them reproduce.

School Sex Education Not Up To Par 
To Instruction Given By Parents 


We’rt winding up another year of 
experimenting gingerly with school 
sex education. 
One thing we've 
learned is that the wrong kind of 
education is worse than no sex 
education. If your school can’t do 
the right sort of a Job it had bet­ 
ter shun the subject. 
One common mistake is to employ 
poor teachers. Some schools turn 
the delicate subject of sex over to 
the first teacher who volunteers to 
teach. Sometimes the teacher who 
wants to teach sex is the last one 
who should be trusted with the job. 
Have you noticed that? 
Second mistake is to treat sex 
education as merely a matter of 
teaching facts. This “objective” or 
“scientific” factual approach is not 
good for a subject as full of emotion 
as sex. It may merely suggest in­ 
teresting possibilities to kids who 
otherwise wouldn’t get around to it. 
That happened this year in one city. 


The schools in that city are to 
blame for what followed. 
Unless sex education is chiefly a 
matter of imparting high moral 
standards, it is dynamite. Informa­ 
tion is secondary, attitudes are pri­ 
mary. And I can say 'nat again. 
Which drives me back to the con­ 
clusion that the best place for most 
kids to learn about sex is at home. 
The best teachers for most of them 
are their mothers and fathers. The 
best time is while the kids are still 
quite young. And the best method, 
probably, is to start by having fe­ 
male pets in the home and letting 
them reproduce.

SACRAMENTO — State Senator 
John F. McCarthy of Marin de­ 
clared this week that the legisla­ 
tu re will consider lev y ing either 
higher tax es or new tax es if it is 
to meet cu rrent demands for addi­ 
tional school su p p ort and other 
large ap p rop riations. 
McCarthy p ointed ou t that school 
grou p s are adv ancing a p rogram 
that calls for $50,000,000 to be added 
to nex t y ear’s school ap p ortionment 
withou t p rov iding any method of 
raising the fu nds. 
The senator took issu e with the 
contention that the money cou ld 
come from general fu nd su rp lu ses.

McCarthy asserted, “y ou can’t fi­ 
nance a p ermanent p rogram that 
way . Nex t y ear the p rogram wou ld 
still be with u s bu t the su rp lu s 
wou ld be gone. Then we wou ld be 
forced to find new tax rev enu es to

000,000 beginning-of-the-y ear su r­ 
p lu s,” McCarthy said. “The remain­ 
ing $20,000,000 in the su rp lu s can 
be u sed for sp ecial ap p rop riations, 
bu t most of this—abou t $1 2,000,000 
has been earmarked by the Gov er­ 
nor for civ ilian defense. 
“That means there will be abou t 
$8 ,000,000 left for schools if there 
were no other ap p rop riation bills 
p ending, and there are p lenty of 
them.” •
